WHAT’S COME IN AFRICA. 

ZAIRE, WHICH USED TO BE THE CONGO, IS RULED BY MOBUTO SESE SEKO, 

WHO USED TO BE PLAIN JOSEPH MOBUTU BEFORE THE FAD OF CHANGING 
NAMES TO PROVE SOVEREIGNTY TOOK HOLD IN "INDEPENDENT" ADRICA 
(YOU CAN NOW SEE THE SYMPTOMS IN QUEBEC). ZAIRE IS BEING INVADED
